We have been saying as often as occa- 
sion would permit that gambling is the 
most corrupting influence that can over- 
take a community.

offer of $200,000 a year by gamblers. 

In Washington, D. C., last week a jury 
convicted two racketeers of operating a 
numbers racket, but only after jurymen 
reported three of their group had been 
threatened and one offered a $300 bribe 
for a not guilty verdict. 

Also reported last week were the re- 
sults of a nation-wide survey by a group 
of Massachusetts private citizens who 
found that gambling is organized big busi- 
ness with a minimum “take” of about $12,- 
000,000,000 annually. 

It also found that “a notorious criminal 
syndicate, through its headquarters in Chi- 
cago and agencies in various metropolitan 
areas, is a dominant factor in off-the-track 
horse race betting and has been credited 
with interest in sports pools activities on 
a nation-wide basis.” 

That is the syndicate which tried re- 
peatedly to get started in the Atlanta area. 
It will keep on trying. We hope our so- 
licitors and policemen and sheriffs will 
keep on the lookout. 


‘New Look’ for Pennsylvania GOP 


WASHINGTON—While the nation’s top Republican leaders are. quarreling over whether their 
party should be given a “new look,” and assuming it is desirable, how this end is to be attained, the 
Pennsylvania GOP has actually embarked on the transformation. 


This development reached its climax on Sat- 
urday when Republican chairmen from 47 of the 
State’s 67 counties indorsed Gov. James H. Duff 
for the United States Senate, despite opposition to 
him by the State’s once potent Republican boss, 
Joseph R. Grundy, and its present lone Repub- 
lican U. S. Senator, Edward Martin. Duff, who 
thus seems assured of the senatorial nomina- 
tion, will run next November against Francis J. 
Myers, the present Democratic senior Senator 
from Pennsylvania. 

.The Republican fight was first disclosed when 
Gov. Duff in 1948 supported, first, Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg, and then Harold E. Stassen for pres- 
idential nomination in defiance of the determina- 
tion of Grundy and Martin to deliver the State 
to Gov. Thomas Dewey, of New York. In return 
for the latter support, Dewey named, as Repub- 
lican National Chairman, Rep. Hugh D. Scott. 
Jr.. a Grundy supporter, who was promptly 
kicked out of that job after his patron, Dewey, 
was beaten in the election. 


In what looked like an attempt to force 
Duff, an avowed candidate for Senator, into 
a compromise on the remainder of the 1950 
ticket, Rep. John C. Kunkel, of Harrisburg, 
a Grundy satellite, entered the senatorial 
race against Duff.

‘on the costs of war and its aftermath. Pointing to the figures of 


1946, he said that if the President had entirely closed down the 
operations of the Government in 1946, the first year after the war’s 
end, the budget for that year would have been twice as large as 
the budget for 1939. He said war costs will continue high. 


“Those who attack Federal spending in general, overlook com- 
pletely the fact that the Federal Government is a composite of a 
great many services that the people demand,” he said. “‘Perhaps that 
is why so many people are for economy in general terms but 
opposed to it in particular instances. When it is proposed that 
some service be cut or eliminated, the inevitable reaction is: ‘No, 
not that one.’ Anyone who wants to cut the budget should be pre- 
pared to offer a list of exactly what programs and what services 
he thinks the Government should not undertake. 

“Let me give you one concrete example. Recently, the Presi- 
dent sent to Congress a request for four and one-half million dollars 
for the Department of Agriculture to assist in controlling the rapid 
spread of spruce budworms and spruce bark beetles. 

“How would you judge a program like this? Would you simply 
judge it by comparing its cost to the costs of Government in some 
prior period? If you did you would find that to kill these two 
small bugs—which I am sure most of ‘us have never heard of— 
will cost more than the entire Federal budget during the first two 
years that George Washington was President. ’ 

“Or would you judge it in the light of our responsibilities for 
preserving our natural resources and for keeping our economy 
strong in this year of 14950?” 

Pace was one of the. most effective and thought-producing 
speakers at the conference.

If You Fear the Welfare State-- 


WASHINGTON—If you are a bit bemused by all the bellowing 
about the “welfare state,” it is a good idea to look into the present 
status of national farm policy. Here is where you can see how 
state economic planning may really work in America, simply be- 
cause state planning has advanced further in this particular eco- 
nomic sector than in any other. 

Because of Federal farm support prices, a very high proportion 
of all the major crops of this country now passes’ through the hands 
of a Government agency, the Commodity Credit Corporation. The 
CCC makes loans on, or purchases outright, everything from cotton 
and wheat to blue lupine seeds. It controls vast storage facilities, 
deals actively on the commodity exchanges, and. offers farm prod- 
ucts for export. Secretary of Agriculture Brannan has just asked 
that the CCC’s capital ‘be increased by $2,000,000,000. 

Nor does the Government stop at subsidizing the farmers under 
the cover of the CCC’s highly philanthropic banking and trading 
operation. The Government is also «mpowered to exercise a con- 
siderable measure of control over the eacreages of each crop that 
the farmers may plant. 


‘Interests. The first thing you discover when you. venture into 

this vital area of national policy is that this is the 
happy hunting ground of special interests. Last year, for example, 
Sec. Brannan very nearly succeeded in getting an administration- 
approved farm bill through the Senate. At the last minute, how- 
ever, he was defeated by his gzeat enemies; the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, and the previous Secretary of Agriculture, 
now the strongest man on the Senate Agriculture Committee, Sen. 
Clinton Anderson, of New Mexico. 

How was this great defeat administered to Brannan? The 
answer is simple. The Brannan-approved bill did not offer support 
prices to tung nuts, honey and pulled wool. The Senators from 
the honey, tung nuts and pulled-wool States were easily made to 
see how vital it was for these commodities to be subsidized by 
the taxpayer. Honey, tung nuts and pulled wool went into Sen. 
Anderson’s bill. And Sen. Anderson’s bill passed instead of Sec.

senses Behind all the present clamor for and against the 
Principles Brannan farm plan, the same sort of process oper- 


ates on a much larger scale. The principles of the Brannan plan 


are very simple. 

Instead of the present disguised subsidies, farmers are to be 
paid open subsidies in the form of “production payments,” when- 
ever crop prices fall too low. Instead of being stored, or even 
déstroyed, the subsidized farm products are to be sold on the open 
market for what they will bring, and eaten by the taxpayers. And 
because profits will thus be guaranteed to farmers, much more 
effective Government controls are to be imposed cn acreages 
planted. 

It is not the purpose here to say whether the Brannan plan is, 
or is not, a good plan. What needs to be pointed out, rather, is 
the extreme hypocrisy that pervades the whole debate about this 
great issue. 

The American Farm Bureau, for instance, bitterly denounces 
the plan as Socialistic. But the Farm Bureau is led by Allan B. 
Kline, who was spotted for Secretary of Agriculture in the Dewey 
administration. The Farm Bureau is also controlled by large 
farmers. And one of the original Brannan plan’s best features was 
a clause aimed at the present shocking situation, in which large 
farmers are given enormous annual presents by the American 
Treasury. 


Cleanup _ for instance, more than one “farmer” in Aroostook 
County, Maine, was getting above $500,000 annually from the Gov- 
ernment for his factory-farmed crop. Such “farmers” made profits 
of $250,000 a year or more. To end this nonsense, Brannan pro- 
posed to put a ceiling value of $25,000 on the crops that would be 
eligible for subsidy from any one farm. This was Socialism, and 
aroused natural indignation. 

The other really impelling objection to the Brannen plan is 
the increase of Government controls over farmers. But even the 
most conservative Republicans in Congress now accept the rule 
that our fafmers must be guaranteed profits. If the farmers are 
to be guaranteed profits, but not controlled, the temptation will be 
irresistible to increase output until there is a hopeless glut of every 
crop, and the whole system collapses in chaos. In short, firm farm 
controls are the essential price of guaranteed farm profits. And if 
controls are to be honestly attacked, subsidies must be attacked, too. 

From all this a conclusion perhaps arises. The real danger of 
state planning in the American society lies less in the fallibility of 
the planners than in the power of special interests in the Congress, 
and in the widespread belief that you can have your cake and eat 
it, too. '

Hiss, who picked Henry L. Stimson for Secre- 
tary of War, and who needed the services of 
Dean Acheson as his mouthpiece when he was up 
for confirmation for the Supreme Court. When 


Frankfurter testified for Hiss in his first trial, 


Thomas Murphy, the prosecuting attorney, asked 
him whether he had recommended Lee Press- 
man for a job in the Labor Relations Board 
which, by the way, was itself a veritable Com- 
munist cell. - Pressman had refused to say on 
oath whether he was a member of the Commu- 
nist Party. Frankfurter was spared the neces- 
sity of answering whether he had planted him 
in the Roosevelt Government among so many 
other Harvard happy hot dogs. 

There is no evidence that Fran¥furter has 
been a Communist but he is the political and 
intellectual chief of a formless cult which has 
been strongly influential in the American Gov- 
ernment during the fateful years in which we 
became inferior to Russia as a power. He is a 
close friend of Gene Meyer, the owner of ‘the 
Washington Post, which holds such gentle ideas 
on the conduct of Alger Hiss. . 

It is possible that many influential men and 
women were victims of those “widespread illu- 
sions about Communism.”
